SHIPS AND SHIPPING. 



A Gllance at the Neyr Alaska Liner 
That Will Be Here 
To-Day. 



Bettim of the "Shelby" From the 
SeallDgr— Coke From Phila- 
delphia. 



The new Alaskan liner WiUapa, which is 
to call here this evening on her first trip 
North, ia spoken of by those who have had 
tho pleasure of inapecting her as one of tho 
noatoBt and trimmest oraft of hor siza ofloat 
in Northern Pacific waters. Captain George 
Roberta and Chief Engineer Goorgo H. Lent 
are rightly proud of the beauty and will take 
plsaeure this evening in pointing out her 
oharma to odmiration for tho.se who visit.lhe 
ool between 7 aud 10 p.m. at tho Hud- 
eon'B Bay wharf. Tho Willapa has been 
apcoially fitted up for tho pasaonger trade. 
On the upper deck there are fourteen lorgo 
staterooms, eaoh with two beds, some 
double, and all furnished in a tasty and con- 
venlont manner. The beds are furnished 
with tho finest spring mattresses and the 
bedding is of the best. In the corner of each 
room is a portable washatand with the lat- 
est oonvenienoeBi and the rooms are far- 
nisbed with easy chairs. Amidships the 
main cabin is a smoking and card room 
for gentlemen and abaft is the ladles' social 
hall, furnished attractively and neatly. A 
stairway leads down from the aooial hall to 
tho dining hall, a large well lighted apart- 
ment, with long ozteuBion tablea running 
tho length of the room. On each side of 
this room are eight staterooms furnished 
like those on the main deck, and in tho rear 
ore ladies' and gentlemen's toilet rooms. 
Forward of thia room aro the kitchen and 
engine room, and in Iho cilrerno forward 
part of tho boat aro tho steorage quarters, 
furnished with electric lighta, closets and 
washatand. ]5elween tho kitchen and the 
teorage quartera Is a space to bo used for 
stock, and bolow this ia tho hold for frolglit. 
On top of tho main cabin ia the pilot house, 
chart room and captaiii'a chamber. The 
boat ia furniahcd with a complete electric 
light plant and no elFort has boon spared to 
pir.co her in tho host poaaiblo condition. 
Tho engines and now boiler worked admir- 
ably on the trip over from Tocoma to Seat- 
tle, and Chief Engineer Lent says altera 
few hours' steady running tho boat will give 
a good account of herself. Fully $15,000 
has been spent on her. Capt. George Rob- 
erts, ono of tho promoters and matter of the 
steamer, is one of the best known steamboat 
men in the West, and is aoknowledged to bo 
an able and exporleuoed master. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Captain Cladssen and several of the 
crew of the sealing lohooner Shelby were in 
town yesterday. They left the Shelby in 
Beeoher bay yesterday morning and came In 
by row boat. Capt, Claussen's mission In 

Eort is to find a new cook to replace the one 
e had, who did nut suit. He expects to be 
away again by Monday and will start seal- 
Ing again immediately. Friday was the 
first day's hunt he haa bad ao far this 
season, but the blow which arose in the 
evening and increased to a bnrrlcano drove 
him up the Straits and he took the oppor- 
tunity cf changing bis oook while near port. 
For the one day's work the 
Shelby has 14 akina, which represent 
the work of four Indian hunters. Captain 
Clausen says be left Euonlet on Sunday last 
and has since then experienced a succossion 
of southwest gales. Seals, he says, are very 
scattered and hard to get. While ho was 
sealing off the Cape he saw throe or four 
vessels but spoko none. He spoke an In- 
dian canoe, however, belonging to tho 
schooner Maud S, and was informed that 
that vessel had 40 skins. The o»ptaIn re- 
ports having had no accidonc though it was 
said yeaterday that bis craft had loat her 
steering g«»r and had narrow escapes from 
swamping on two occasions.

WAS NOT DEPORTED. 



Capt F. D Walker Says He Was Kot 
Fore«(l to Leave 
Honolnlo. 



Ho Was Detained Bnt His Passport 
Was Afterwards Betarned 
to Him. 



Capt. F. D. Walker has L'oturned from 
Honolulu and indignantly denies that he 
waa deported by tho Hawaiian government, 
on tho b-loa.ner Gaelic. Ho explains that 
just prior to the revolution ho submitted to 
the Hawaiian oabinet a scheme for buildinK 
a cable 1,000 miles long to oonneot tha 
Hawaiian iblands with the proposed Cana- 
adian cable at Fanning iuUmd, Capt. Walker 
to go to London to float bonds for thepurposo, 
also to attract Englifh copita.1 for invest- 
ment in Hawaii. Tho cabinet wore obout to 
placo his echcmo boforo the leeialaturo when 
the revolution broke out. Capb. Walker 
says that ho was on tho moat friendly terms 
with tho members of the government. Oa 
February 2 ho was about to sail by the 
steamer vVarrimoo for Viotoria to attend to 
Rome busincsa In Victoria when, for wha6 
reason be has not yet discovered, th« 
marshal refused to conterslgu the passport, 
and he was unable to depart. He im- 
mediately went to the dock to ask th« 
marshal for an explanation, hut the dock 
gates were closed. Unable to get Batia- 
faotion from any of the offioials, he com- 
plained to Mr. Hawea, the British oonsnl- 
general. At a second interview with Mr. 
Haweu, that gentleman returned him 
hia passport, saying Mr. Hatch had 
stated that Captain Walker oould gi when 
he liked, all the cxpl»natijn tho guvornmont 
mudo being that tho caae of Captain Walker 
waa under investigation. Martial law being 
in forco tho government did not consider 
themsolvea obliged to ninko any ex- 
planation. He wroto tho foilowiog 
letter to the British Conoul-General : 

Honolulu, Feb, 4, 1895. 
ir. n. JIawcs, Kn(j , II IS. M. Commissioner 
ami Co7isul-Gcneral; 

Sir:— 1 hex to inform you that I, tho undor- 
slKned, a Britlah aubjoct, was by order of tho 
marahal prevented from loavluK this country 
per atoamor Warrlmoo, bound for Victoria, B. 
G., tho ;!nd Inat., no roaaon beInK (flvon. 

During lilt- wholo period ot the lato disturb- 
ance I havj taken no part In any manner wliat> 
Boovor, and in fact 1 havo tho moat friendly re- 
lations with every member ot the presentgOT- 
crnmont, either prominent or otherwise. 

I now have the honor ot submitting my ease 
to you, trusting yon will Interest yourself in 
obtaining mv freedom to depart. My enforced 
detention will cause me to suffer severe loss. 

Wli-hont waiving my claim for consequen- 
tial damages. 

Your Tery obedient sorvant, 

(8d.) F. D. Waulhr. 

Capt. Walker hoving recaived his pass- 
port had no difficulty in getting it counter- 
signed by the marahal and was allowed to 
depart when he pleased. As proof of this he 
baa with bim his passport properly aigned 
and countersigned. 

He sailed for San Francisco on the Gaelic, 
leaving his power of attorney for bis claim 
against the government in the hands of Mr. 
W. R. Castle, one of the moat prominent 
men in the islands. 

Alluding to the present political situation 
in the islands, Capt. Walker says that tha 
government are quite capable of maintain- 
ing their position. There seems to him to 
be no further trouble expected, except 
from the American League, who tried to 
force the government to abed the blood of 
prisoners, and even went so far as to secretly 
form a vigilance committee to lynch prison- 
ers. The government, however, are tee 
strong, and could omab them as quickly a« 
the rebels were ornshed. Peace restored, 
whether the islands are annexed or remain 
independent, tho government by it? moder- 
ation and firmness will, ho says, command 
the respect of tho rest of tho world.

NOVEL ROAD MAKING. 

To THE Editor :— In a recent issue of tho 
Colonist " a Tax Payer " writes under tho 
above head, complaining of the clay which 
has been put on Niagara and Boyd streets ; 
also that the macadam which had been put 
onayeir ago baa notr worn quite round. 
Now those streets had been covered with 
rock before I toolc charge and the very reason 
that the rook has worn round and scattered 
all over is that no binding material had been 
put on to bold them in position until packed. 
The writer ia right in stating that hundreds 
of dollars had been spent In breaking and 
laying thla rook which waa left to spoil ; but 
he must l>e informed that there is no other 
Diateri.ll available exoept olay or dirt, con- 
sequently my predecessors did not think beat 
to uae the next beat thing, bat let it go with- 
out. Notwithstanding the fact, however, 
that the roads have not been built to my 
own liking, "Tax Payer" will yet enjoy 
driving ou those streets when the horrible 
olay has bidden itself in the crevices. 

Hardpan would make better blinding, bub 
eooing that I am not allowed to haul through 
Beacon Hill park, tho hurdpan at Clover 
Point is not available. The boat road 
makers in Europe uno clay, mud or any 
other inoxpeuaivo material ; but if rock ia 
not blinded at once, after boicg put on, you 
might aa well auvo tin cxpenno of blaBling, 
breaking and put on beach gravel as it 
would soon wear round. The streets of 
Victoria are in no shape to receive maoadam, 
being fall of bonldera, round and flat, having 
no gutters to carry off the water and mud 
which would be carried off daring the rainy 
aeason. 

If yon put micadam on the now large 
rooks the steam roller oruabes Id to powder, 
conaeqaently just where one of those rooka 
now exiats will be a hole after the first rain, 
or if a light coat it pot on the big bouldora 
are wedged to the surface again. Aa tbey 
are being driven ovor the mud Is sqneezad 
up from below, ecrapod off and carted to 
J:>moB Bay, which is the cheapest, but in the 
end the moat expensive way of trying to 
keep up roads, If " Taxpayer " will inform 
himself us to the cost of grading and macad 
amizing one mile of road at a width of only 
2<t foot ho will then have a more iatelligonb 
idea aa to what $27,000 will do witn 9, 
niiloQ of atrootB, to eay nothing of draina, 
fltdowalka and bridgaa. Thoro is not a good 
road in the city, and if they were all pub in 
good shape ib would take moro than that 
amount to keep them clean and in proper 
repair. Some ol yonr roads have been well 
made, but neglect has put them past easy 
repair. 

"Taxpayer" also believes that it would 
pay handsomely to have a good road super 
intondenb who thoroughly understands road 
making and who could givo his sole attention 
to them. In answer, 1 would atatc that tho 
writer is not familiar with the subjccb In any 
respect, for dnrlng the dry aeason the prin- 
cipal business streets arerogularly swept, and 
always between the hours of 12 and 7 in tho 
morning, when Taxpayer Is sleeping, and 
my work la never done before 9 o'dook at 
night, whioh are as long hours aa I oare to 
work. Reoently a Taxpayer," in making 
mention of a oortaln road In the old country, 
suggested that ib would bo a boon to Vic- 
toria if aho could aecure a man who could 
build a loh roiida, and 1 was ploaaod to in- 
form him that the builder of that particular 
road Is now tlio euperlntondenb of streota in 
Vlotoiii, in the shape of your humhio ser- 
vant, then merely a boy looking after the 
work for bis father, but all the road makers

It 'takea moiiey. . materiai' and bralne to 
build roads. If the taxpayera will provide 
the money and material, I will promise the 
balance necessary to give him roada that 
will be both pleasing to look at and a com- 
fort to drive on ; but the Instanb your coun- 
cil attempts to suoply tho means to bettor 
the conditions, this very taxpayer is the 
Srst to aomplain In the future if this in- 
dividual will oluvuto himself by set king a 
knowledge of the whys and wherefores be- 
fura making euoh wild stabenionts uguinab 
any city oiEoiul who hai already a hard 
enough row to hoe, I shall nob feel it be- 
neath my dignity to givo him an hour or so 
any ni^jht after nine o'clock when through 
with my work.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 

. of Victoria to Borrow the Sum of 
8120,000 ill Anticipation of tho Re- 
ceipt of its Rovoiiue for the Year 
1895. 

'WuERBAB by virtue of the Municipal Act, 
1892, and Amending Acta, every municipality 
may nnder the condltlonR contained therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money 
not exceed! rg, however, an amonnt equal to 
seventy-llvo per cent, of tho amount of taxes 
colleoted during the previoua year (1804) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a general 
rate npon land, improvements or real prop- 
erty In the municipality, and bearing such rata 
of interest as may bo rcquialto, to moot the 
current legal expenditure of tho Corporation, 
which booomea payable out of tbe ''"" "M 
revenue before the revenue for the year be< 
cornea payable by the tax payers ; 

And wnKKKAB seventy-flvo per cent, of tho 
amount of taxes upon land, Improvomeats or 
real property, collected during tho year 18M, ot 
the Bum'that was levied that year by a general 
rate upon land, improvements or real property, 
wastl24,330.13; 

And 'WHEREAS to meet the current legal ox- 
pendlturo of tho Corporation of tho City ot 
Victoria for tho year 1895, payable out of tho 
annual revenue, before such revenue tor suoh 
year bocomes payable by the tax payers, it la 
requisite! tor tho said Corporation to borrow 
tho sum of $120,(X)0 ; 

Thkrkfobk tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation ot the City of Victoria enacts as 
follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawfol for the Oorporation 
of the City of 'Victoria, byythe Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow npon 
the credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or petsons, firm or firms, corporation or 
corporations who may bo willlnK to advance 
the same, tlio sum of $120,C00, In such omounta 
and at such times aa Bubjoct as hereinafter pro- 
vided tho same may in tho opinion of the 
Mayor and tho Finance Committee of tho 
Council be required, bearing interest at a 
rate not exoeediog five per centum per annum. 

Hoc. 2. The money so borrowed shall bo ox- 
pcBdod In defraying the current legal expenses 
of thj said Corporation fer the year 1895, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, ba 
re-payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the 31st day ot December. 
189S, oat ot the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec 3, Tho amonnt bo borrowed and Interoati 
thereon shall be a liability of tho aaid Corpora- 
tion payable out of tho municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and tho form of obligation to 
bo given aa acknowledgment of such liability 
shall bo a promiaaory nolo or notes to the said 
lender or londora aa tho sums may bo required, 
eignod by tho Mayor and the FinancoCommittee 
and the Clerk of tho said Corporation, and 
bearing tho seal of tlic said Corporation, all of 
which notes shall be made payable on or be- 
fore the 31st Decombor, I89S, and shall contain 
a clause that the liability of the said Corpora. 
lion incurred by said promissory note or notes 
shall bo a liability payable out of tho mnnlolpal 
revenue for the current year 1895. 

Sec. 1. In tho construction ot this By-law tho 
oxpresainns "Ijind" and " Improvemento," 
and " Heal Property," iihall have rospoctlvely 
tho meaning given to thorn in the Municipal 
Act, 1892, and amondruonta thereto. 

Sec, 5. This Bylaw may bo cited as tho "An. 
nnal Ijoan Bylaw, 183&"

of January, 1895,

The «oek had been quiet in Honoluin

trial for treaeon and mitprlson. The first 
four days of this week were ocoupied with 
the triala of twenty-one nativei for treason. 
All of them were charged with having 
ffarrisd arms with Nowlein and Wiloox. 
(Throe pleaded guilty. The majority tried 
to stiow they were forcibly detained beyond 
Diamond Head and compelled to carry arms, 
On the 22ud twenty. uno natives were re- 
letised from prison mainly for lack of evi- 
dence aKainst ihem. Ooe waa William 
ClAtk Seward, who is conditionally eot ut 
large OU acoonnb of his important nervloea in 
luiMrlhiDg arms and bombii at WasbiD^ton 
place and aiding in the acaroh for the Ex- 
^atOu'i papera aa well us fur his testimony 
00 her trial. 

Oa the 18th of February United Staiaa 
Minister Wlilia bad a long interview at t tie 
foreign office with Minister Hatch with 
special rtfurence to the case of JohcF. Bow- 
ler, an American oltizen, who is aentenoi'd 
to five yeura in piiaon and u flue of $f3,0UU. 
Mr. Willia osked tliat ho should bo perniic- 
ted to loavo tlio oouutry in place of ini 
prifonment, citing the caae of John Whi o, 
on Eoglishmin, who receivod that fkviir, 
although ic was proved that ho ouat the 
boiribshella around at Washington placo. 
It woB replied that White pleaded ignor- 
uEco of the use of the ahells, having been 
told they iFOro intended for fence orna- 
monta. Alao that Bowler waa proved to 
have undertaken the aeizure of the tele 
phone cjfBue, thereby cutting off govern- 
Diont communication with ita defenders 
Mr. Willia bo.a been furnished with full 
Btenogrophio report of the evicience ia 
Bowler'a case, as well as those cf Gulick 
and Seward, 

The President's aide, Major Potter, went 
to the O^hu priaon and read to the chief 
the prisoners' sentences as passed upon by 
the eieoative. They were as follows : n. 
T. Gulick, 35 years and $10,000 fine ; W. 
H. Rioharr, 35 years and §10,000 fine ; 
Major iSeward, 35 yoara and $10,000 tine ; 
R. W. Wilcox, 35 years and $10,000 fine ; 
IF. B. Walker. 35 years and fS.OOO fine ; 0. 
Widemann, 30 years and $10,000 fine ; 
Henry Bartelman, 35 years and $10,000 
fine*; W. H. G. Oreing, 20 years and $10,- 
OOOfioe; Lniii Marshal, 20 >ears and $10,- 
000 fine : J) ha L»ne, five years and S5,000 
fine; W. C. Ltna, five years and So,00O 
fine. Gnliok, Seward, Riohart, Wilcox, 
Kowle^ Md^Bertelmann bad been senten- 
ced by the mlUtaty commission to he 
hanged. 

Nowlein received bla sentence at the sta- 
tion house. At the end Major Potter read 
aa follows : 

"And furthermore, in consideration that 
the government has used you aa a witness 
before the military commission, the marshal 
la instructed to set you at large." 

(The marshal set Nowlein at liberty. By 
a similar appendix to the sentence road in 
the case of BerCelmann ho was also sot free. 
The prisoners exhibited much nervouaneas 
while their sentenoes were being read. The 
sentPDce of the Waimaulo's captain has cot 
yet been annonnoed, the executive has not 
yet passed upon the sentence of the ex- 
Queen. It is certain that the military oom- 
mission made it five years and $5,000 fine. 
It is understood that the government is de- 
bating the method and place of imprison- 
ment. A oonolusion will soon be reached. 
The Honolulu public are satisfied with the 
sent-enoea aa the wiaeat that oOuld have been 
imooaed under the circnmstanoes. 

Willis Greighton, attorney-general under 
the ex-Queen, said to the Uoited Press 
representative who boarded the ship, that 
he bad been kept six weeks ia jail without 
being oharged with aby^^ offeooe. His re- 
«|aesb was made tbrongh the "United States 
minister, and the request of bis coaniel to 
ba informed of the nature of his offence was, 
he said, treated with no notice. 
' A. P. PeterHon, who is credited with 
drafting the c< ns ita'ion wl i^h Lilluokalani 
attempted to turox upon the kingdom, said 
he had bsen in jtii for six weeks and had no 
particular complaint to make. 

J. Emmoluth, a member of the advisory 
council, aaifl the situation hod quieted down 
so aa to warrant the belief that the nutiveH 
would now como in for annexation. The 
council had decided U[)on the ()'ii"n'e oiho 
and had agreed on her im) riaotmen for five 
years and a fino of $5, QUO. Ineuuh the 
verdict) had not been formally approved by 
President Dole, yet it was undera'ood the 
president would not charge it. In fuel ho 
believed the eentenco waa to bo nUiimed 
shortly after the ateamcr aailed. 

The Australia took with her thn following 
deported passengers : James Brown, C 
Greighton, John Radln, A. P. Peterson, F. 
Mnndenberg, in the cabin ; Arthur White, 
N. Polerann,[ F. H. Redward, L. Garidana 
and G. G^rnzz) in the steerage. An a gen 
eral role the deported pasaengera refueed to 
be interviewed, uuyiug there wua nothing to 
say, and under the oircumatancea any of tho 
eritlciams would bo ill-adviaed.

ToKio, Feb. 16. — (Correspondence of tho 
United PreH per ateamer City of Pekin, 
San EVancltoo, March 2.)— Another chapter 
of the war between China and Japan has 
closed with the fall of the powerful fortress 
of Wei-Hai-Woi and the destruction Ui>d 
capture of the celebrated Ping Yang squad- 
ron on the night of February 4. 

On tbe night of February 4 the Japanese 
flset re-entered Wel-Hai Wei bay. The 
torpedo Qotilla with the fleet totalled 23 vea- 
eela- Of iheeo 14 conatitated the first 
squadron and nine the second and third. 
The two last were ordered to make the at- 
tack and devote thoir efTorta to the destruc- 
tion of the ironclad Ting Yuen. So soon as 
the moon oet, at 2:50 a m., on the 5th of 
February, the nine boats advanced up the 
bay. It was pitch dark and io a few min* 
ntes the eleotrio lights on board the Cninose 
veasels and on Liu Kung ieland 
must bring them under the fire of 
IG men-of-war and gnnboats. Hi>w 
they lived through that fire is marvellous. 
Oae received in her engine room a shell that 
kdied and wounded every roan there and 
disabled her machinery. Two struck the 
sunken rocks and received injuries that 
crippled them. Two others ionnd that the 
waves were freezing their torpedo tubes and 
had rendered them unoerviceable. The re- 
maining four hold on thouKb one of them 
was hit by forty-six rifie bullets and a Hotch- 
kias shot ; another was hit by ten rifle bul- 
lets. Of how many bullets tho little craft 
disoharsed there is do information but three 
of tho missiles hit tho ironclad Ting Yuen 
prodnuing a violent concussion and throw- 
ing np great jeta of water. On the return 
voyage one of the torpedo bckts ran on a 
rouk and from dawn became a target for 
several of the enemy's ahipa. Ei^ht of her 
pnople had been killed by a ahob from the 
Ting Yuen, her aab- lieutenant jumped over, 
board and was frozen to death. The reat of 
th 1 crew were able to get on ahore in the 
ev.'ning. 

Tho second attack was made the next 
night. Tho Chinese appear to have been 
unprepared for a repetition of the scenes of 
t e previous night. Tho Lii Yueu, a c uiaer 
ef 2 810 tons, ttio Woio Yuen, a eteol cruiaer 
of l.IiUO tons, and a gut bmt wore aunh, the 
torpedo bnnta receiving no irjary. Thus 
f .ur (^hineeo men of war had been deatroyed 
at a coat of ono tnrptdo boat sur.k and two 
dieabled. From 7 a m. on tho /.h of Feb- 
ruary tho Jtipaneso ahipa and oaatcrn fnrta 
01 operating, bombarded the forta of Zhih 
and L»Likniig lalanda for an hour. Wnilo 
the boiiihariltncnt of tho forta waa in pro- 
greaa tho CiiinoBO torpedo flotilla, consiniing 
of ten vesBola, witii two email steameri', 
made a bolt fur (Jliofoo, but tho firat ll>'Dg 
tquadron waa on the watub. The whole flo- 
tilla waa either destroyed or driven aahuro. 
Two of them were taken posacauion of by a 
party of Japaneae sappers, who saw them 
thuui boaohed, and live others were captured 
in an uninjured condition by the Japaneuo 
ahipa. Admiral Ting's position waa now 
desperate. The ''''lornction of all his re- 
maining ships and >orta might be a work of 
some time, but ouuld not be averted. Hu 
had received from Admiral Ito, through tho 
medium of a Brltlah man-of war, a letter 
counselliDB snrrender aa the only meana of 
averting hloodahed. His ammunition waa 
almoat ezhaaatcd. On the 11th be aent out 
a ennboat flying a flag of truce and carrying 
a mesaage to tbeiffeot that he was prep.>red 
to surrender all his remaining ships, arms 
and forta on tho condition that tho livea < f 
the (ilfjeera uud men of tho army and navy 
and of the foreigners wore apared.

HOT RMOIPHOOAL. 

The Times tries in a blanderiog sort of 
way to meet the Hen, Mr. Patterson's ob- 
jections to Mr. Lftnrier's one-sided free trade 
wfth the United States. Ili says " the Gov- 
ernment at tho preaent time doolarea Itaolf 
ready to arrange auoh reciprocity (in farm 
produott), at tho aamo time making It known 
that no free trade in manufuoturea will bo 
allowed." This ia not the whole truth, for 
the reolprooity is a reoiprooity of natural 
prodaots, which include coal, fish and 
lumber. But under British froo trado there 
ia no reciprocity. Products of tho United 
States, both raw and manufactured under 
Britiah free trade policy, will bo admitted 
into Canada free. There will be no limita- 
tion worth speaking of, while none of 
Canada's products, either raw or manu- 
factured, will bo allowed to enter the 
American market without paying duty. 
Tbia ia prociaoly what Mr. Pattoraon objoota 
to, and what everyone else who thinks over 
the matter without prejudice must objoct to. 
British free trade does not mean reoiprooity. 
It Is really a lop-eided arrangement 
from which tho Amerioaus will got) 
all the advantage and Canadians 
all the disadvantage. Under it Cana- 
dians will have to contend agalnat 
tho full tide of American compotitlon while 
at tho aame time Canadlana will bo nom- 
pellod to pay dearly for tho privile^o of soil- 
ing their goods in the United States. 

In 1854 and snooeodlag years there was 
reciprocity botwoon I3ritlah America and the 
United Stotea. Tho arrangemout worked 
well for the colonies because it was reoipro. 



oal. The complaint of the Americans was 
that it was too favorable to the British ool.

Bat under British free trade they ooold not 
have done (his. (To compare a rtolproolty in 
trado wibhLaurior's jug handledarrangemont 
is the moreati nonaenao. Not only ia Britiah 
freo trade not rec'prooil trade, but, aa every, 
one must see, it would tirectuully prevent 
any arrangement for rociproolty being made. 
Our market being opened to the Amerioana 
wlthoQt their being so muoh as ssked to 
givo ua an <quivalont In return, no ono who 
i"! not a oimploton would imagine that they 
would open their markets of their own ao- 
oord.

THE TOnna CZAR. 

Those who expected that) the young 
Rassian Emperor would volnntarily ex- 
tend to his subjects constitutional govern- 
menb are beginning to find that they had 
formed an altogether mistaken estimate of 
his oharacter, Nicholas II Is not a Liberal. 
Uo Is not disposed to depart from the tradi- 
tions of his raoe. He succeeded to the 
throne of an absolute monarohy, and he is 
evidently determined that it shall not be bis 
fault if it does nob remain absolute. He 
made the assemblage of Iclluentlal men who 
waited on bim on the occasion of his marriage 
to understand this pretty olearly. Russia 
is to be governed in the old way. The 
Emperor and the people shall bear the same 
relation to eaoh other aa they have done 
ainoe the earliest days of the empire. 
Brought up as he has been, and aeeing 
what he baa seen, it ia nob likely that the 
young man bolieves in popular Institutions. 

It is not likely that he is either a more 
liboral-mlndod or a more kind-hearted man 
than bia father wan, and we have road of the 
corruption Ih^t waa practised, tho iDjustico 
that waa inflicted, and the orue'tloa that 
were perpetrated in hla reign, and ap- 
parently with his sanction. Tho Emperor of 
Rusaia inherits a system of government 
firmly established, as well at an empire, and 
he will be Indeed a strong man who Is 
stronger than that system, lb was fir too 
strong for Nicholas I, and the Indications 
are that it will bo too strong for I>iloholaa II. 
lb Beems jusb now that the Emperor of 
Russia, though not lo self-aaaertlve and im- 
perious in manner as his oonain the Emperor 
of Germany, Is equally fond of power and 
equally determined to preserve his pre- 
rogative Intacb. 

It ia to ba hoped that the young Emperor 
has Inherited his father's lovg of peace and 
bis disoretion in dealing with foreign 
nations. This will be known before very 
long. It is said that there is great aotivlty 
just now In both the naval and military 
dopartments of the Czar's Government, 
and there ia some talk of Russia's interfer- 
ing In the quarrel between China and Japan; 
and a rumor is aQoat that the Czar is pre- 
paring to interpose for the protection of the 
perseoated Armenians. Nothlog definito, 
however. Is known respecting Russia's de 
signs in those quarters. But it is clear that 
the Czir does nob consider lb his duty to 
make political concossions to the people of 
Russia.

The writer Ins not had mo opportunity to 
diaouaa thia matter with Mr. Greig or lo ob 
tain his viovva on the uulijeot, buo hu hau 
hocn aseui'cd that ho ia the man to reconcile 
all onnfilcting elements and attain the much 
desired results. Nor does he think that if 
auoh an orohoafa as ia here rcf.jrred to wore 
formed and tho cnnduotor'a b tton otft'rod to 
Mr. Greig that he would refuse, knowing 
the call to ha <Jae iu the undivided intoreab 
of musical progress. 

During the past week the operas of Mar 
tha and II Trovatoro have had several par 
tial rehearsals in Victoria, while ic 
Vancouver tho amateurs have been li*rd at 
work on the " Pirnten of Pec/.ince," which 
they aro announced to preaent about Eister, 
in II city so limited aa Victoria in muaical 
population it certainly eooma oauao for re 
greb that there should not bo u union of 
strength. Indeed, tho general public would 
be benefited were tho operatic talenc of the 
province consolidated in an operatic union 
of the thrto chief cities. In Victoria are 
Miaa Agnew, dramatic soproDO ; Mrs. Row 
land", meziso ooprano ; Mra. Mitilio, alto ; 
Mr. Rnwiandn, baritone; Mr. Rhodes, bass 
Westminster Is said to have tho only true 
first tenor iu the province, while Vanoouver, 
besides tho splendid acting basso G. Evan- 
Thomas, has three or four sterling principals 
to eeleot from for a oast. What a treat it 
would be to have on opera by the boat of 
the three cities ! And the only thing that 
stands In the way apparently is lack of musi- 
cal enthusiasm and a counterbalancing stock 
of professional and local joalousy, 

Mr. F. Victor Austin's comic opera od- 
vauoes apace, and, o little bir.d whispers, is 
to boar the tltlo of " A Trip to Alaako." 
While this may suggest tho famili&r " Trip 
to Africa," tho two operas have nothing in 
common. The first and last scenes ot " A 
Trip to Alaska " are laid on board tho 
ateamahlp Queeij; tho second act prfsenta 
the famous Muir glacier. Tho opportuni- 
ties for scenic and costume f ffeots are here 
abundant, and the fiuld if, fortunately for 
tho authors, one hitherto all unexplored. 
The libretto is said to bo progretaiug 
famously, whilo Mr. Austin has tho score 
correspondingly well advanced. Whether 
"A Trip to Alaska" does or does cot 
prove the hit that its producers hope it may, 
it certainly will contain many clever bits of 
crisp and attractive dialogue and mu; b good 
music. All British Columbians will join 
heartily in wishing both oomposer and lib 
rettist aiicoeas In their undertaking.

SIR JOHN THOMPSON. 



Lady Aberdeen's Tribute to the Quali- 
ties of the Late Premier 
of Canada. 



His Life fieTiowed and Its Lessons 
Emphasized— He Died at 
His Post. 



(From the Canadian Gazette.) 
The GounteEB of Aberdeen has aiven ox- 
preeaioQ In the following artlolo to her high 
appreolation of the qaalitiea of the kte Can' 
»dian Premier in the hope that her words 
may, perhaps, help to drive home the lee- 
BODB of his life. The artiole waa written, 
we may explain, in reBponae to the request 
of the editor of The Outlook, of New York, 
and we are gUd to have tho opportunity of 
pablishing it in ita entirety in the Canadian 
Gazette : 

What manner of man waa this whoae 
death has stirred the heart of an empire, 
whoae memory waa crowned with luurola by 
his sovereign's own baud, and whoco re- 
mains were borne aoroea tiio ouean by ouu of 
Britain's proadeat warships, and followed tu 
the grave by the repreaentativea of aro>y 
and navy, obarch and atate, and of every 
party, olaia and oreed, amidst the moarninK 
of B people T 

Some will attribute the feelini; which baa 
'hoaa evoki d to the dramatio oharsocer of 
hia dcikih— unci, trnly, all the oiroumBtaDoei' 
surroanding ic were auch aa to leave an in- 
delible imprcBBion. Here wua a man Btlll in 
the prime of life who had riaon by steady 
and euooeaBlve ateps to tho hlgheac poab of 
honor in hia own country, at the head of n 
powerful pirly, and ouj jying the reaped ol 
both friend aud foo, called by hia Queen to 
hor palace to receive from heraolf a algnal 
mark of reoognition of Borvioea which ho 
had roudored lo the Empire. And aoarcoly 
had he left her preaenco when tho atarlling 
news OAino that a higher summons had 
called him to the presence ot the King ol 
Kinga, and hia sorrowing family and ooun- 
try were Ufo to realize all the greatnees of 
their loss. 

All that queenly thoughtfulneas and 
womanly nympaihy could do to soothe the 
grief of thope who loved him and the coun- 
try which truatod him was done by Queen 
Victoria, who in her respect for tho reli- 
gious peranuaion of the dead, in hor niuth 
erly tenderneBS towards tho yonne daughter 
left fatherleBB far from her own home, and 
in her baaalifal act of royal recognition of 
faithful service in lieraalf laying the visitor's 
wxeath of lanrels on the oofiBn of the de- 
parted itateaman, abowed cnoe more the 
■earet of the power by whiob she baa 
strengthened her throne and the British 
conaticution for well nigh sixty yeara. 

Her government and her people oaught up 
the note and honor after honor waa ahow- 
ored on the remains of tho lato Premier, and 
not only hia own country bat every Hritieh 
colony throbbed roaponaively to thia demon 
atration of tho onentaa of ttie British Em- 
pire and of tho reality nf the ties wbioh 
nnite all ita oompouont parta. 

Bnl) when all thia ia aaid, and more than 
faUy granted, can it be aaierted that i( waa 



merely the accident of Sir John Ihompaon'a 
death at Windsor Castle, and the oonie- 
qnenoaa resnliini{ therefrom, whiob oooaaion- 
ed the deep feeling perceptible amongat the 
orow'da who attended hia faneral, and which 
haa left auoh a keen aenae ot bereavement 
from Eaat to West in the wide Dominion, 
even after the firat ontbnrat of aorrow has 
spent itself t 

What is tho aecret which haa made the 
olergy of all denominations not only voice 
the Borrow of their people, but hold up Sir 
Jobn'a life as a measago to those who are 
left ? and thia although in early manhood he 
had left the Church of hia fathers to join 
the Roman Catholic Communion 1 

What is it that makes hia political foes 
■ peak as if thpy, too, have sustained a per- 
Bonal loea 't Wnat ia it that makes all patri- 
otic citizens fool that they have been sud- 
denly deprived of a national bulwark on 
which they depended for many years to 
come 1 Why do those who were privileged 
to call bim friend feel that a bright light 
has gone ont, and that a great darkness has 
overspread their Uvea ? 

Thero ia bub ono answer to theae ijuoation- 
inga. Tho heart of tho people ia true to 
higher inatincta whnn it gets a chance, and 
never haa a man's career more exemplified 
tho power of character — atrong, eli vatoil, 
trained oharaoter — than Sir John Thomp- 
B )n'a. 

Ho began life aa a boy at Halifax with 
but few advaQtagea, except thoee that may 
lie in a good public achool education and in 
the traditions of his race, being of mingled 
Irish and Scottish descent. His father, 
literary man of no mean capacity, waa 
poor man, and tho youth had to work his 
way npwards by hia own personal exertions 
From the outset a diaiiDgQiabiog feature of 
hia oharaoter waa a marvellous power of 
concentration and habit of indnatry, and it 
waB the oultivation of thoao ((ualitloa which 
enabled him by degrees to give proof of his 
more brilliant intellcc'ual qualities, and 
which insured hia rise from the reporter's 
chair to the lawyer's if&ce, and from thence 
to ba alderman of hia oity, member of tho 
Provincial Legislature, Premier of his Prov- 
ince, judse, Minister of Jnatice for the Do 
minion, Premier of Canada, roproBcntativo 
of Great Britain during tho international 
arbitration conferences, and at last Privy 
Councillor of Great Britain, 

In each and all of those capacities be has 
left a record which any man may well envy 
— ono founded not on mere brilliancy of 
olcquecco, on ability to evoke popular aym 
pitniee, or on olovernoBS in manipulating 
parly politics. 

Search throngh his life, aek thoae who 
know him beat, and there ia bat one testi- 
mony, Thorougbneaa of work, intensity of 
parpoae, eiDglenesa of aim and unfltnching 
oonaoientiousneta, and a prevailing senae of 
the presence of Ood' marked all ho did or 
aaid. The poorest olientB might depend on 
their oaae being gone into with the same 
thoroughness as waa given in after years to 
a ereat legislative measnre or the adjuat 
mont of an international qnestion. Whether 
tho matter was groat or small which he had 
in hand, he conaldorod it worthy of his 
best and his wholo attention, and 
thaa it haapComo about that, during 
nia comparatively brief tonuro of ofBoo as 
Minister of Justice, ho has lefo tho stamp of 
endaring work — as, for example, in ihe 
splendid aocompliahment of the codifying of 
the Criminal Law, which be carried throngh 
with Infinite psbUi and wbiob bai placed 



Canada ahead, in thia reapeot, of many older 
coantrioi, 

When liatening to the details of a oaae, 
he would often ait looking immovable and 
irreaponstve ; bat when tho moment camo 
for anmming np or charging the jury, it was 
found' that nob a point had escaped bim, and 
that the joat proportion and weight of all 
the facts were given with extraordinary pre- 
cision and lucidity, and bis arguments were 
ao foralble aa to carry all before them. His 
public speaking was eloquent because of tho 
matter which it contained and the strength 
of his reasoning, mingled with a quiet by- 
play of humor and kindlintse, for tnere waa 
never any of that straining oftor effect, or 
tho eaying of words for the sake of saying 
them, which mark the utterances of weaker 
men. And in this bis speaking was, after 
all, only typical of tho man, who showed bis 
greatness in his simplicity, humility, and 
entire abeonco of egotism or aelf-conecious- 
nesp. 

Theaucceaa which he won in all that be under- 
took never spoilt him — to the end he waa aa a 
child — williog lo learn from all, and never 
Bo full of hia own opinions as not to ba able 
to liaten to whac olhera had to aay. Bub 
when his turn camo to speak, thoro waa no 
hesitation, und ho could hold his own with 
tho beat of them. 

The loading men who were engaged with 
him in tho Behriog Sea arbitration and on 
other poblio oaoasions (whether in Canada 
or in London, Paris or Wasbingcon) —auoh 
aa Lird Ripon, Lard H«nneD, Lord Rasiell, 
Sir Richard Webster, Baron de Coaroel, and 
Mr, Bayard — have all slveo their witness 
cdccprning tho great inSaenco exorcisod by 
Sin .lohn'u ability and jodgmeni: and calm 
judicial powcra, and it waa impossible for 
anyone to como into oloas oontaon with bim 
without being impreaaed with hia exoep 
tional qualities. 

But not all know that beneath tho calm, 
alinoab impaaaive, exterior there raged a 
volcano, and that it waa only by stern self- 
governmonb that ho had obtained tho maat 
ery which stood him in euoh good stead. 

And many who know him only aa tho in 
flexible judge, whoso severity in cases where 
there waa tho elighteab deviation from hon- 
esty and uprightness was proverbial, could 
icuceiy orodic tho tendorneas of his heart 
whan ho had to deal with the erring, the 
poor und tho i. lUlcted in a private capacity, 
or know what ho waa as a husband, father 
and friend in tho midst of hia own family. 

Of hia personal sorupuloaa honor and in 
corruptibility many Instanoea could bo 
given ; hub it is enough to point to tho fuot 
chat he died a very poor man, although ho 
had been in a position where be could have 
granped at wealth, and that not his bit- 
terest enemy cm whisper a word agalnat 
bis memory. 

Bab oven to mention the fact aeems to 
ineult him. What else oonld be expected 
from one of whom it ia told that when a 
woman wboaa aavinga ho had inveated for 
her many yeara ago in what was conaiderod 
a good invectment camo to toll him that 
ahe had lost her money, ho actually con- 
trived, with great incon vcnionoo to himself, 
to pay back tho principal, ooncoiving hiin- 
aeif in a moaanre responsible for tho loss ? 

And when his change of religion threaten- 
ed to wreck hia worldly prospects, ho faced 
the worst and waa willing to endure poverty 
and toll for himself and his family rather 
than nob be truo to hia oonvictionB. And 
once again, only a few weeks before his 
death, be was warned that oontinnanoe In I 
the pnblio service might— nay, wonid— pro- 1

NEW FREAKS AND FADJ OF FEMININE 
FANCY. 



J'lornI aonittoro For Sbonldera and Cor-

The Bnddennesa with which tho femi- 
nine fancy \vi\a captured by the lovely 

floral garniture, as it is oallod, has been 
surprising, to say tbo least. For yoar-s a 
modost bunch of violot.s •\vas tho only 
floral trimming for gowns pormittcd by 
antocratio fashion. Now not only near- 
ly all ball dresses aro lavishly orna- 
mented with thoni, but rocoptlon, nfter- 
iioon, theater and in some cases ovou 
cliuroh gowns show flowers as logiti- 
niato triiamiug. These flowers aro all 
artificial. No one wears natural ones 
for snoh pni^se& 

While floral garniture is so general, 
it must bo incntioued that few largo 
blo.ssoins aro used — very siiiall rcso- 
buds, daisiet-', violota and lilies of the 
valley, with a few blnats and myosotis. 
Still on some of the very light dancing 
gowns one finds pond lilies, passion 
flowers and eglantino, with sprays of 
foliago drooping loo.snly. The foliage is 
tho most attractive part of it all. 

There are many ways of putting tho 
flowers to use. Tliero aro corsago 
bunc-hcis, slioulder k:iots and collars. 
Tlio sliinildcr knots li;ivo ribbon straps 
to go over tho slioulder, with small 
bunches sot on each end. Souio havo 
only a loop of ribbon as a finish, and 
some have lace. Lace and flowers are 
beautiful together. Then there is a 
bunch that fastens at tho waist lino, 
witli trailing vinos or other foliago in- 
termingled with ribbon and lace. Often 
this reaches to the knees and ends with 
another bunch of flowern. For tho nock 
there are collars made entirely of dai- 
sies, tiny roses or lilies. Few flowers 
of any other color can go next tlio face 
if the complexion is not beyond com- 
pare. Others collars aro made by having 
bands of ribbon arranged witli a bow 
and ono end to fasten in tho back, and 
in front and on tho sides aro sowed deli- 
oato sprays of small flowers. Some col- 
lars are all flowers, but tho prettiest 
have tho ribbon foundation in full evi- 
dence. 

Tho always nseful and always dre.s.sy 
fichu has appeared again and in now de- 
signs. Ono very taking fancy is suita- 
ble for any gown whatever except a tea 
gown, of course. This is made of the 
showy Russian not, pointed deeply on 
tho edges and there finished with small 
round ball.s. The lace is about ten 
inches wide, and this is gathered full 
to a slight foundation and left to fall 
over the shoulders in natural folds. 
That part which goes down tho front is 
laid in folds smooth and straight, and 
from tho waist lino it flows out free, 
being held at tho waist by a rosette of 
cherry velvet. There is a strap collar 
arotmd the neck of gathered velvet, and 
other colors of velvet or silk could be 
used if cerise is not becoming, and the 
present assertive tint called coriso is 
very trying to most of faces. Tho straps 
would, to many tastes, bo prettier made 
of ohiffon in some becoming and bright 
color. 

I have given more spaco than I had 
intended to trifles; but, after all, tho 
trifles make up tho prettiest part of 
women's habiliments. But I must men- 
tion the silks, of which I saw perhaps 
^ 1,000, 000 worth yesterday. 

There aro fewer distinct varieties this 
season, I think, but more different do- 
signs and patterns. The leading silks for 
tlio coming season are the different taf- 
fetas. Some of them aro two toned, with 
tiny woven dots, figures and other de- 
signs, too many to mention in a week. 
Tliero is a satin stripe, with tiny flow- 
ers woven in, and there is no ond to tho 
patterns of the new light brocades. Ono 
was of drab satin, with a pattern of 
((uill feathers in black and white. There 
aro striped satin glaco combinations. 1 
noticed some of tho cheney silks in 
brocho efl'octs, five colors on dark 
grounds. These colors produced the 
most perfect minute blossoms. Thero 
were others where tho ground was one 
(lark solid color and tlio small figures 
of another in sharp contrast, like pale 
blue on a dark brown ground. Thero 
were brocades over which were thrown 
fi^urings in tho vaguo clienoy outlines. 
.Some worn arranged witlj satin stripes, 
with mottled effect over all tho design. 

Some (jf llio printed pongees and in- 
dia silks snrpass in design and beauty 
anything I liavo over seen. There aro 
stripes, floral patterns in two shades of 
faience bhic, and thoro aro other pat-

terns of broken plaids which iiro simply 
e.squisito. Thero aro Persian designs 
printed on pongees, indias and taffetas, 
and there are shepherds and pinlu'ad 
chocks, some of them in orange and 
blue, a (luaint old combination. Thero 
Is a Dresden shepherdess design. Thero 
aro gros do londres black brocades, 
with satin stripes and overlaid willi 
tiny figures. 

All these are dress silks, and, to sum 
tliein up, they look like tlie rare little 
hits that have been treasured as heir- 
looms in old faiiiilios. They are quaint 
and bear an air of olden days that 
makes them doubly attractive now. Tho 



colors itre soft, the figures odd, bat neat 
and prim and yet thoroughly artlstia 

So much for tho silks pure and sim- 
ple. Tho silk cropous are simply won- 
derful, Thero is a crocodile crinkle that 
is a marvol, and a moiro silk crape 
which is tho most exquisite goods over 
woven. How it ia produced I cannot 
imagine* Thero ia another kind which 
is called silk crape moiro gauffer. It 
has stripes of plain silk crape, and over 
that lie moiro glints, and down the 
goods in stripes are puffed those parts 
that are called gauffered ot gathered. I 
find that I have but poorly described it. 
This comes in all colors. There is an- 
other silk crcpon called the ohrysantho- 
mum because the crinkles resemble tho 
petals of that rogal flower. Those chrys- 
anthemum weaves are shown in cardi- 
nal, navy, tobacco brown and black, bo- 
sides several other shades. Some others 
call this Lozard crepon. 

Tho chiffons and silk muslins are all 
produced iu tho latest colors, which aro 
exceedingly brilliant this season. Thero 
are dozens of varieties of weaves where

in crapo lisso chitTon and flno silk cro- 
pous aro woven with stripes or printed 
with delicate flowers in all over pat- 
terns, many of them in close Persian 
designs. Tliero was ono wonderful pioco 
of ivory whito moiro chiffon. Words 
cannot doscribo its beauty. 

Tho light silk crapes and crepons aro 
really beyond description, and they are 
woven iu such a variety of different 
crinkles. Some are raised iu squm^fi 
knobs over the solid crinkle and others 
like snow crystal.s. Tho whito is tho 
most delicate. There aro magenta, dif- 
ferent shades of pink, cerise, bluet, 
bluo, maize and qream, besides a dozen 
shades of green. 

Among tho things of unusual inter- 
est I found a new waterproof English 
crape for mourning purposes. Tho very 
best English crape even would lose its 
orispness when exposed to the damp, 
but this is treated in some way so that 
it sheds water like a duck. I saw pieces 
of it dipped and soaked iu water, and 
when shaken it was as orisp as over and 
just as light This will be a great boon 
to those who are in mourning. It is en- 
tirely silk and very rioh and glossy, and 
I believe costs no more than the ordi- 
nary. All goods that show craped or 
cropon effects aro bought with an eager- 
ness unprecedented this season, and I 
was told in one large importing house 
that they could scarcely supply tho de- 
mand, The perforated velvets and cloths 
are also proving very popular.

He Deflps Those Opiiosod to Jllni and Says He 
Will Walk the StrePts of Savan- 
nah Despite Tliem. 

Savannah, Ga., Feb. 28,— ThU hfts been 
another day and a night of intense excite- 
ment In Savannah, Feeling acenis to run 
high, though there have been no hoatilitiea 
of any kind to day. This afiernoon Mrs. 
Slattery lectured to 600 women in Odd Fellows' 
bill. Many of the ladies at the leotare were 
escorted to the hall by their husbands Palioe 
were stationed In the tqaare on-which tho 
hall frontl. No one was allowed to loiter 
aboDt the building. Toward the olose of tho 
leotare orowda ooUeoted in the vicinity, and 
Slattery and his wife were followed to their 
hotel by thoasaDdi, 

To-Dight Odd Fellows' hall was crowded 
to its limit, and many were turned away. 
Fully 1,000 men were in tho hull. It is un- 
derstood a large portion of them were 
armtd, On all aidca it was heard ihat tho 
1 were ready for a mob. Outside the 
hall tho entire poliae force, with tho ex- 
ception of ft fow inen tCi' terod through tho 
ttuiJicnae, were diitriuuted en aa to CDir.inund 
thoouiranoo to tho hull. No crouds wore 
allowed to congregate near the Iniibiing la 
side tho hall yiattory received an ovatioi, 
and throughout hia kc uro hu wiia uppl-iud- 
od and cheered, and whoa !io dcclurud tho 
riot Tueuday nifjht bad uhovvn the neconoily 
of I'fotentant orgini/. ilion, tho wild chier- 
ing lasted several ndnutca and wag vigor- 
ously reaumod when ho uaid : "(idttho 
A.r.A or the Junior Order of Uuilcd Mo- 
ohanica here and you will havo no more 
such demonatratiouB agaiuHt free spei'ch. 
We must meet tho Ancient Ordor of Hiber- 
nians wiih the American I'roticcivo Aaeooi- 
ation, and show them it ia not necessary to 
U'lt their permission to have a lecture in 
Savannah." 

Slattery then declared tbe>t be was not 
hero in tha intereatB of the A. P, A but 
after the riot he had wired the national 
president, and an organizjr would be here 
in twenty-four hours. This was received 
with cheers. At the close of the 
lecture thero were cheers given for Slat- 
tery and many went forward and aigned 
a paper promising to uuito with tho or- 
dors ho had mentioned. Slattery was 
pnoorted bick to tho hotel by a largo body 
of police. Several hundred of those who 
Had heard him followed to assist in pro- 
tecting him. Thero was no demonatration 
made ugaiast tho ex-priest except hiesea, 
Slattery announced to night that ho in- 
tended to remain in Savannah nntil ho could 
wallc the atreela without! policu protection. 
His presence here will keep up excitement, 
whiob has been intonslfied by the announce, 
meat that the A. P. A. would bo perfected at 
once. Conservative men on both sides 
deeply deplore the existing situation. 

Fifiuon of the men said to have been 
proudnont in the troubles Tuesday night 
were arroated to. day. Four of thorn wore 
tried, of whom three were sent to jail for 
thirty days. Other arreats are to follow.

Victoria cordially tecdored Sir John 
Macdouald a eeab when at tho restoration 
of his party to power in 1878 it wub 
found that Kingntou had for tho 
nonce wavered in ber allcgiHCOo of a 
lifetime ; and for the tuooeediug fonr yeara 
the leader of the government) repreaeoted 
thlBf the chief oonacitueDoy In the province 
which claimed and reoeivid hia renewed at- 
tention in the matter of providing the 
covenanted railway oouneolion neglected 
dncicg the unhappy interregnum. In the 
m&D, then, aa well as in hia policy, this com- 
munity has had a special ititereat, whioh 
malcea the iggtitntion of this club all the 
more fitting. 

inB ''hope of tiih coontry." 

In hia lust uddreea to llm people of 
CaBBdft, on the eve of tho okclio;iii of 1891, 
Sir John Maodonald mado a specUl appeal 
to tho young men. Xheso wore hia worda : 

" Our policy ia to-d«y what it baa been 
for the past thirteen years, and ia directed 
by a firm determiiiatlon to foster and devel- 
on tho varied reaoarces of the Dominion, by 
every means in our power, conesBtent with 
Canada's positlcn aa an' integral portion of 
the Brltlab Empire. To that end we have 
labored fa the past, and wo propose to con- 
tinue in the work to which wo hi.vo applied 
oaraelves, nf builniog up on this continent, 
□ nder the fl ig of Kuglund, a groat and pow- 
eriul nation. . . , Disappoiuted by the 
failure of all their prediciiune, and con- 
vinced that nothing is to be gained by fur- 
ther opposition on the old llnca, tho Reform 
party has taken a new dep:^rture, and has 
announced its policy to bo Uurosiricted Ro- 
olprooity — that ia (as defined by its author, 
Mr. Wiman, in the North American 
Review a few daya ago), free trade 
with the United States, and a 
common tariff with the United States 
•gainab the rest of the world. ... It 
would, in my opinion, inevitably result In 
the annexation of thia Dominion to the 
United Statea. . . , Aa for myaelf, my 
courae la olear. A British anbjeot I waa 
born— a British subject I will die. With 
my ntmoat effort, with my latest breath, 
will I oppose the ' veiled treason ' which 
attempts by sordid means and mercenary 
proffers to lore our people from their allegi- 
ance. During my long pnblio aervice of 
nearly half a oentury I have been true to my 
country and Its beat intereata, and I appeal 
with equal confidence to the men who have 
trusted mo in tho past, and to tho young 
hope c£ tho country, with whom rests its 
destinies for the future, to givo ma their 
united and strenuous aid in thia my last 
eifjrt for the unity of the Empire and the 
preaervation of our commercial and political 
freedom." 

AN IMl'KRIAL FAVORITE. 

To a marked degree Sir Jolm Miicdonald 
held tho coiifidunco of Her Majesty tho 
Queen and the leaders of ihe politicul parties 
of Great Britain. Tho Pricco of Wales ox- 
presaed hh. picauure " to do honor to his old 
poreonal friend " Mr. GladHtono recom- 
mended him for tho Grand CrnsH of the 
Bith, a raost mcri oiioua (iiatinotioa, Loi d 
Beacoufctield shared in the (general admira- 
tion oi tho ataloanian ; and when tbo Did 
Man's last appeal, above (|uotoii from, proved 
BUCceisful by a majority whiui. if at llrst 
narrow has einco more than doubled, tho 
leader of the Imperial Commons in Lord 
Salisbury's administration wrote as fol- 
lowB :

" Match 7, 1891. 

"My Dear Sir John, 

" Let me oongratnlate yon on aucoeaa. It. 
ia not so big as I should have wished, but I 
am very glad indeed, for tho sake of tho old 
conntry, that you have won. 

" It la difquietiog to aee that Ontario and 
Quebec have not given you a mnjority, hut 
there, I anppoae, the MoKinley lariil hits 
hard. 

" What can we do? What oourao ia open 
to us " Retaliatory duties are, I fear, oi 
most impossible for us here, as they could 
only bo placed on broad scufrs, and our 
workmen uro easily ii flamed by a nry of 
dear food ; but what other mothod exists to 
preserve our own market and ro opcn yourt? 

" ])o not undorataad mo oh advocating 
Buch duties, but I am scnBlble of the ex 
treme gravity of tho situation and of tho 
future, and I want light. 

" l''or the present your elections give ua 
time to breathe and to think. Understand, 
I write for myaelf alone, and in strict confi- 
denoe. Yonra alncerely, 

" W. H. Smith," 

r.RlTIMI[ (iOOl)S KAVORI'.I). 

In hia answer to Hon. Mr. Smilli'a letter 
Sir John outlined an Imperial ambition not 
yet realized. He said ; 

" Conuda baa undertaken the develop- 
ment of her rcBourcoa on so large a scale that 
■he must havo revenue, and from various 
causes can only look to customs and excise 
for it. While thorcforo she cannot promiae 
a reduction of her customs duties, she will 
be quite ready to give British gooda a pro- 
ierenoe of 5 or even 10 per cent, in our 
marketa if our produota receive a oorroa- 
ponding preference in England." 

About the anme time oa he penned the 



above. Sir John Maodonald thna wrote to hia 
friend .Eon. J. 8. Helmoken, M.D., of thia 

city : 

" 1 agree with you that we should have a 
reciprocity treaty with England. Years 
ngo I, with Sir Leonard Tilley and .Sir 
Charles Tupper, made a proposition to that 
eilect, while no were on a. visit/ to London. 
The difEoulty ia that no Eaglish statesmen 
haa yet mustered courage to tako up the 
question. Lord Salisbury will probably go 
to tho country next eummor, and, if success- 
fu!, I shall renew tbo proposil." 

The broad polioy outlined in tho several 
passages just quoted ia by inheritance that 
of tho Liberal Conflervatlve party in wboae 
behalf tho efTorta of the Maodonald Club 
will be exerted.

It is thought the firemen will bo un- 
able to aavo the Tremont hotel or the Con- 
federation Life AsaaraDoe big brown atone 
building, corner of Yonge and Richmond 
streets.

It appears to bo 
under oontrol to the north, but the high 
wind is spreading it to the east. Tho entire 
fire brig ade are on the tctno but are greatly 
handioapped by falling wires.

3;,'55 i\ m. — Tho Bre shows no signs ci 
difninishiug. Tho atoepic of tho historic 
Knox Prosuytcriin church, one of the oldest 
and largfiit plaoos of worship in the city, 
haa just fillen and the church appears to bo 
doomed to dostruotion. The fiamcp h .vo 
spread north to Queen atreet, from Jamie- 
son's clothing atoro to SutolilFa drygoods 
store, and tho roof of the T. 
Eaton'a big wholcaale and retail 
drygoods establlBbment la boraing. 
West of YoDKe and north of Queen atroets, 
Bonner's Bents' furnishinga and the Toronto 
Furnace Company's building have been 
gutted. On East Queen etreot, south viae, 
the Knighta ot Pytbiaa ball, MoCarron'a 
hutel and a number of oottagea have been 
destroyed. 

The fire has already dcDtroyed two blocks 
to the east of Yooge street, and threatens to 
spread to St. Michael's hospital on Bond 
street. The new prBmiseB of tho Globe 
newspaper, which waa burned out during 
the recent fires, is dangerously near the pre- 
sent conflipration and preparations are being 
made to move. Tho water service, as 
in former fire is lamentably inadequate, the 
highest atreama reaching scarcely half way 
to the roofs of the burnini; buildings. A 
rough eatimates plaoes the loaa already aua- 
tained at over $2,000,000, and the fire ia not 
yet under oontrol.

The fol- 
lowing brief notice of the principal Incidents 
of the careers of the new Premier and the 
gentleman called upon to fill the office of 
Attorney-General in his ministry will no 
doubt bo intcroating reading : 

THE KKW I'UKMIEU 

Hon. John Herbert Turner, .M. P- P , 
(Viotoris), the new Premier, is a son of 
John Turner, of Ipawioh, Eogland, and was 
born at Clayden, near Ipawich, Suffolk, 
England, in 1834. He was cduoatod at 
Whitatable, near Canterbury, and lift Kog 
land In 1S6C for Halifax, Nova .Sootia. 
After reaidiog at Halifax for two ynara he 
removed to Charlottetown, Prinoo Edward 
Island and oommenoed buaineta there. 
While living in Charlottetown he took n 
leading part in the organization of the firat 
volunteer ' rifle oorpa in that province, oi 
which he continued to bo an active member 
until he left. Charlottetown for ISrltieh Col 
nmbia in 1862. Thia corps in ccijiino'.ion 



D«vie, ia a naUva of Chatham, .Ont., and 
was born April 22, 1860^- -^ia father, the 
lata W. D. Eberta, wee V leadinj; ^boaineaa 
man of that city, and waaa member of the 
larijeat firm of oommiaaion men and ship- 
owners in Weatetn Ontorio in early days. 
Indeed the family and namo of Ebeita have 
been moat intimately oaaooiated with the 
pioneer history of the country from London 
>\est to Ddtroic. 

Mr. Eberts waa educated at the Chatham 
grammar school and ab Hellmuth college, 
London, Ont. Subsreiuontly ho took up tho 
study ot law and was an Osgoode Hall 
student. He had all but completed his law 
oourt.6 whfn, having strong inducements to 
come to British (Columbia, in January, 1878, 
he decided on frying his fortunes on the 
Pucific Coast, He entered the office of the 
late Mr. Juatioe Robertson upon hia arrival, 
and was associated with him until that 
gcnflomon was elevated to tho bench in 
ISSl. tucoaoding to hia praotioo. A solicitor 
in 1880, Mr. Eberts was called to the bar of 
British Colun bia in 1882 Several years 
ago bo waa elected a Beuohor of tho Law 
Society and subafqnently waa appointed 
examiner. In 1892 he waa made a Q C. 
In hia law business ho haa been for aome 
timo atacciatod with Mr. W. J. Taylor, 
under the well-known firm name of Eberta 
& Taylor. 

Socially, the new miniater haa alwaya 
oooupied a prominent poaition in Viotoria, 
and in one way and another he baa been identi- 
fied with nnmeroaa enterprisBS In thia city 
and in the'^roviuoc. In 1884 ho married 
Mabel Hope, eldeat daughter of Mr. Wil- 
liam Charles, lato inspeoiing chief f.ictor of 
tho Wflntcru division of the Hudaon'a Bay 
Company. In bio younger daya ho waa

with other county corps to the number of 
a thousand turned out to receive Hia Royal 
Highness tho Prince of Wales on his visit to 
the island in 1860. It was in 1862 thot tho re- 
ports of British Columbia's marvellous rloh- 
ness had their groateat inQueuoo in E:>atcrn 
Canada and hundreda of ibe boat and 
moat energetic young men from alt the prov- 
inces abandoned eatabliahed bnalnoaaea, aa- 
Bured prospeets and uDsnrpaased opportuni- 
tieg, for the dream of untold wealtn tn bo 
gathered from the gold fields. 

On July 2, 1862, Mr. Turner arrived in 
Viotoria on tha ateamor Oregon in company 
with a largo number of gold seekers, many 
of whom, disappointed and discouraged, left 
the country within a month of landing, 
being now scattered all over tho globe. A 
few, however, with more of that combative 
quality and that indomitable energy and 
perseverance so necessary in tho oiiiz^ns of 
a young state, settled In Victoria, ord stuck 
to her through good and evil report, sharing 
her troubles and triumphs and helping to 
build up tho city to its present proapcrou-: 
condition. Mr. Turner went into buEinesa 
in 1865, and haa continued at it uuinter- 
ruptedly since that time. Daring tha Ion;,' 
period of .'iO years ainon tliat time lie haa in 
creased hia buoincsa until it now haa conncc- 
tlona in every quarter of tho world, and 
wherever the merchant princes of Canada 
have oommercial dealings bis house is known 
for its enterprise, Ita ehrewdness and its 
buainess probity. 

As in Charlottetown ao in Viotoria, Mr. 
Turner waa one of the original promoters 
aud members of the volunteer rifle organiz.t- 
tion, and was enrolled in the first oorps that 
was formed here for the defence of tbo 
laland during tbo Kreat Fenian nzoitemont 
and threatened raid in 1865. This corps 
wore a« nniform the celebrated white 
blanket coat trimmed with black. Mr. 
Tnroer paesed through the ranks fnim 
private to sergeant, then into the cnmniia- 
sioned ranks and through the varioua grades, 
iinally retiring at Confederation into tbo 
Cinadian reecrvo niililla wir.h the rank and 
oimmisaion of liculenant-oolonel in June, 
1881. Ho vvaa elected a member of tho ei'v 
oounoil of Victoria in 1,871) i.iui again in 1.877 
and 187S, and In lS7il waa clcced by aeo'a- 
maliou mayor for tho year, serving the city 
during three termn in tliat poaition. He 
waa chairman of the li.-llish Cjlumliia 
IJiinovolent Society, and also of the Royal 
hospital f.om 187D to 1S82, and cliairman of 
the liritish Columbia Agricultural ijocioly 
for 1881 2. 

In the general election if 1886 ho was 
elected to repreaenb tho oily of Viotoria in 
the provinoial legislature and |oined the 
government of Hon. A. E. B. Davie in 1887, 
being re'eleoted in August of that your, 
after having accepted the portfolio of M in- 
ister of Finance. At tho general election iu 
June, 1890, he was again returned for the 
city of Victoria, and oooupied in tho gov- 
ernment of Hon. John Robaon tho poaition 
of Jj'Inanco Minister. In ISD t ho was onco 
more honored with tho auirragos of his Vic 
toria conslituonts, and in tho oabinet of 
which Hon. Theodore Davie had become Pre- 
mier ho continued at the head of bis former 
department. 

Mr. Turner hac, ever since his arrival in 
IJrItiah Columbia, taken an active intereot 
iu and been a steady promoter cf the mining 
and fishing intereata of tho province, and ia 
still largely intereatod in them. Ho ia con- 
neotod with many of tho large enterprises 
which havo had their origin in Viotoria, ond 
while his business Is centred in this city ho 
hag also largo commercial Interssta in other 
parts of tho province. 

In 1860 Mr. Turner was married to Miss 
Eilbeok, of Whitehaven, Cumberland, Eng- 
land.

well known in Western Ontario aa a good 
all-round t mat eur athlete and sportsman, and 
he is atili an ardent participant in and lover 
( f out door recreation and aport.

Mr. Eberta' political career be{{an in 1800, 
when he waa elected to repreaent Victoria 
district in the logialatlve aiaembly. In 
1804 he was again elected aa repreaentative 
ef tho NowSouthriding. Thathia parliamen- 
tary oaroer haa been successful goca 
without Baying, hia succession to 
the important and high oflico of Attorney- 
General being BufTicieuD proof of that. His 
appointment is noi only tho choico of tho 
loader of the now adminiatration, but it ia 
in accord with the wishes of oil who give 
the preaent government their support, and 
will bo popular with thn country gonorally. 
.Siucii tho pioi)abiliiy of a vacancy occurring 
in tho A'.lorney-Generalahip hia namo haa 
been on i.li sides mentioned aa tho coming 
man. Among tho pen ekotches of the mem- 
bers of the lato houBO which appeared in a 
contemporary several yeara ago was the fol- 
io?, ing, which is quoted ae a fairly accurate 
estimate of tho now Attorney-General : 

" A atrong man on tho government aide is 
Mr. IJ -M. Eberta, member for Victoria dia- 
trict, who ia in many reepeota the uutitboaia 
oi some of tho uiombcra I have been do- 
scribing. If he haa a particular fault it ia 
thai; he doea not talk enough, conaidering

hia ability in this roapeot. He ia what 
might bo termed slightly blase. Life, in his 
estimation, waa given to man to bo used in 
moderate <|uantitica at u time, without 
haute, and the bottlo well shaken bofore- 
haud. Ho has a very keen approcliitiou of 
tho humbug aide of politics and oxhibits a 
good-natured contempt for rant, cant antl 
disturbjncp. Henoo he endures a great deal 
silently. Tlioro are not many questioua in 
whioh ho lakes a lively interest, but when ho 
doQii exert himself it is always with toll- 
ing (ireot. For a 10, 15 or 20 minutes' 
speech ho has no equal in thp House. Hie 
words oomo In torrents and tho members ore 
taken by storm. To seouro tho active influ- 
ence of the member for Viotoria district on 
tlio side of ony raoasuro la to hold a winning 
card. Of athletio build and a lovor of out- 
door sports, Mr, Eberta is a strong odvooato 
of healthful and legitimate sport and never 
fails to take an interest in legislation affect- 
ing the game lawa.
